was in Muskogee Saturday after­ 
noon who, if carefully laid plans 
do not miscarry, will be the lead­ 
er of one of the mo.*t unique ex­ 
ample* of immigration in the his­ 
tory of the world. 
The man in 
question is D. 
L. Berry hill of 
Okmulgee, 
commonly 
known 
among the Creek people us “ the 
old war horse of the \ u*kogee 
Nation.*’ 
Mr. Berryhiil is the 
leader of the movement to settle 
5,OW) full blood Creeks in Mexico, 
and has spent ten years of his life 
on the project. 
“ I have no emnity against the 
Government or my white friends,” 
said Mr. Berryhiil to a reporter, 
1 but the sad truth is, the Indian 
can not thrive under the white 
man’s law and customs; and he 
must move somewhere else—must 
seek in a new land some place 


where Le can till the *o I and live 
in his home a* he wished to ii\e 
to preserve the tradition* of his 
people.

bow to his bite without a mur ­ 
mur.

the city they will be met by a 
deputation from the government 
and President D?rz, himself, the 
greatest living Indian. will meet 
them and advise them as to the 
best place in which to settle. Th*s 
delegation has the power to make 
a treaty with Diaz s government, 
and what they will do will be 
binding upon the 5,000 Indians 
who are only watching the op 
portunity to mover to the Aztec 
Republic,”

INDIAN AFFAIRS A NEBULA. 


With Monday’s developments in the Senate the condition of the 
Curtis Bill looks discouragingly nebulous. 
In the face of the fast 
approaching tribal dissolution the senators seem at last to have rous­ 
ed up to the imperative necessity of doing something in the premises 
to prevent conditions of vacuity and entanglement to follow. 
It is some consolation to us, who are having our hopes daily de 
ferred, the mere fact that the senate is really paying attention to 
Indian Affairs having made them the order of business for the 
morning hour. 
The cause of the suddenly aroused interest is thus given by the 
Dallas News’ staff correspondent in a Monday’s dispatch from W ash­ 
ington: 
‘‘The Senate this morning came to a tardy recognition of the 
fact that if it docs nut move with dispatch to preclude it, such eondi 
lions will be brought about in Indian Territory as will vitalize a land 
grant made many years ag<> to tile Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rail­ 
way and give it a claim to propel tv valued at from $4,POP,OOO to Sc, 
900,000. 
“ Every alternate section ua b ull -ide- of its right of way for a 
distance of ten mile- was grautei t > toe road, but on the conditional 
proviso that the tan I should become public domain of the Ignited 
States.

Important Decision. 


South McAlester, I 
T , Feb. 
27.- -A citizenship decision of far­ 
reaching importance lias just been 
promulgated by Assistant A lter 
ney General Campbell, copy of 
which was 
received here last 
night. 
Under its term s the Choctaw 
tribal roll of 1896 is held to be 
conclusive, regardless of previous 
decisions by the Dawes Commis­ 
sion, and persons whose names 
appear upon th at roll are entitled 
to all the privileges of citizenship 
unless it can be shown that they 
were enrolled “ without authority 
of law or by fraud “ This throws 
the burden of proof upou the Na­ 
tion, and brightens the chances 
of approximately 2,000 applicants 
who made their claim 
to citizen­ 
ship from enrollment of them ­ 
selves or their ancestors on tho 
census roll of 1896. 
Heretofore the commission to 
the Five Civilized Tribes, in pas­ 
sing upon claims to citizenship, 
has proceeded upon tile theory 
th it “ the Commission was g ra n t­ 
ed authority sufficient to ve*t in 
it jurisdiction to determine, upon 
the merits, the citizenship rights

Some of the strangest stories In the 
annals of crime are those which tell of 
the part dreams have played In the dis­ 
covery of criminals. One spring day in 
1830 a farm laborer, when passing a 
lonely mountain lake in Sutherland- 
shire, saw in the waters a dead body, 
which, when rescued, proved to be 
that of a well-known peddler who had 
mysteriously vanished about a mouth 
earlier. 
The body bore m arks of vio­ 
lence, the pockets were empty, and it 
was clear that the poor fellow had beeu 
brutally murdered and robbed—but by 
whom? 
That was a mystery which 
for many a week completely defied elu­ 
cidation. 
One night, however, Kenneth Fraser, 
a tailor's assistant, saw in u dream 
the cottage of a man named Hugh Mae- 
leod, and heard a voice say in Gaelic, 
“the peddler’s pack ic lying iu a cairn 
of stones in a hole near this house.” 
He told the story of his singular dream 
to the authorities, who accompanied 
him to Mncleod’s house; and there, 
sure enough, beneath a heap of stones, 
the murdered 
m an’s 
property 
was 
found. 
Ma el cod was arrested, con­ 
fessed. and was executed. 
Another very remarkable story is 
told of a tragedy Iii Ireland. 
One 
evening two strangers presented them ­ 
selves at a wayside inn near Portland, 
and after taking refreshment continued 
their tram p in the direction of Carrlek- 
oii-Suir. 
The incident was common­ 
place enough, but it led to startling de­ 
velopments, fur in the wayfarers Hic 
landlady of the inn recognized two 
men of whom she had dreamed a very 
strange dream tile night before. Iii her 
dream she had seen one of them kill 
th** other with a coward's blow from 
behind, rifle the pockets of the dead 
man, and stealthily bury him beneath 
a hedge. 
So impressed w as her hus­ 
band when this dream w as told him 
that Ii*' made his way to the spot in­ 
dicated and there discovered tin* body 
of the buried man. 
The assassin was 
pursued and arrested, and at the en­ 
suing assizes was sentenced to death. 
There has seldom been a more mys­ 
terious crime than the murder of Mr. 
Stockden. a London victualler, a great 
many years ago; and the mystery 
would have remained unsolved to this 
day had it not been for the interven­ 
tion of Mrs. Greenwood, who came for­ 
ward with the statement that the m ur­ 
dered man had appeared to her in a 
dream and cond tie ted lier to a house 
in Thames street, where one of his ns- 
cassius was to lie found: while Iii an­ 
other dream SUvkdcn appeared and 
showed her the likeness of the man. 
On th** strength of this dream clew the 
indicated man was arrested, and not 
only confessed Ids guilt, but betrayed 
ids accomplices three criminals being 
brought to the scaffold as the result of 
these visions of the night. 
Some years ago a Mrs. Rutherford 
dreamed that lier aged relative. Lady I 
Leslie, w as about to be murdered by 
a man whom she clearly s a w . 
Sin* Im­ 
m ediately s* t out on a visit to Lady I 
Leslie and asked permission to sleep 
in the lady’s room. 
In tile middle of 
the night Mrs. Rutherford heard some 
one trying to open the bedroom door. 
She raised an alarm and flung open 
the door, when Lady Leslie's two sons 
rushed out and in a moment had seized 
the man of her dream. 
Tile following story is. perhaps, the 
strangest of all. 
One night the Rev. 
Herbert Powys, a Church of England 
clergyman, dreamed that the daughter 
«*f one of his parishioners had gone out 
into tho darkness to meet hor lover, 
who. at the time, w a s waiting for hor 
in a secluded spot and spending the 
time in digging a grave for her. 
.lu m p ­ 
ing out of bod. Mr. Powys rushed lo 
the place indicated iii his dream and 
arrived there just a s the man had 
hurled th*' girl to the ground by th** 
side of the open grave and was about 
to kill hor with las spade.- Tlt-Bits. 


A Man W ho Sarod N apoleon’* I.ire. 
A writer in a Dublin newspaper bn* 
disinterred a long forgotten book, pub­ 
lished In London in 1820. which con­ 
sists of a series of letters describing 
a tour in Ireland in 1812 by I. B. 
Trotter, who was a friond of Charles 
Janies Fox. 
Mr. Trotter relates that 
tile Rev. Father Redmond, who was 
parir.h priest of the little town 
of 
Ferns on the occasion of his visit, had 
actually saved Napoleon’s life. 
“Accident.” writes Mr. Trotter, “ in- 
t rod aced me to Rev. Mr. Redmond, 
priest of the place, who related to me a 
curious little anecdote. 
When pur­ 
suing his studies and finishing his 
('ourse of -duration in France he had 
spent a summer in Bas Poictoti, where 
General Bonaparte, then a thin, slight 
young boy, was. 
He had slept in the 
same room with him six weeks, and 
perceived h o i .ling shining or engaging 
in Urn. 
He was generally employed 
in making machinery, which he placed 
on a small watercour r*. 
As the party 
were one day 
shooting. 
Bonaparte, 
who was not very active, fell into a 
brook five feet deep, which he endeav­ 
ored to leap across. 
Ho w as nearly 
drowned, when Mr. Redmond imme­ 
diately discharged his piece and pre­ 
sented the end to him, by which he 
saved his life.’* 
Mr. Trotter inquired whether Napo­ 
leon had ever shown him any gratitude 
for this service, and was thus an­ 
swered: 
“ No. and I assure you, sir, 
I do not admire his principles.”—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

Tree* A long th o R oadw ays. 
H E wise arrangem ent of 
tree growth along the linen 
of streets, roads and ave­ 
nues is more nearly fruit­ 
ful in producing financial 
benefit, pleasing aud attractive sur­ 
roundings than any other investment 
th at can be made in the way of public 
improvements. 
On macadamizing country roads a 
proper location of trees protects tile 
roadbed from the direct rays of the 
sun, which dry out the plastic cushion 
forming the covering coat. 
Properly 
distributed 
tree 
growth 
along the sides of a road has the ad­ 
vantage of breaking the sweep of the 
wind, which curries off the dried-out 
covering cushion of the macadam. The 
covering having been blown away the 
wind now leeches out tile binding ma­ 
terial from spaces between Hie stones 
of the pavement, the stones then be­ 
come loose and picking and raveling 
begins, and the road becomes instead 
of a pleasing surface for traffic, a ver­ 
itable nuisance and danger to vehicles 
and horses* hoofs. The replacing aud 
repairing of th** road runs into the use 
of new stone—additional binding m a­ 
terial, and top surface, together with 
the expensive operation of a steam rol­ 
ler, costing the community maintaining 
the road annually no small sum of 
money. 
The proper shading of these same 
roads by means of trees prevents the 
direct action of rain, which washes out 
the material forming the covering coat 
and 
the 
binding. 
Properly 
shaded 
roads are less expensive to maintain, 
because they are shaded, and the an­ 
nual cost of sprinkling, which is prose­ 
cuted for maintenance purposes, will 
cost seventy five per cent. lens when 
the advantages of tree growth ar*' se­ 
cured for a road system than when 
they are unshaded. 
lf wisely placed there is no invest­ 
ment for th*' country road which can 
be more helpful than tree planting. 
Judgment, however, must be used. Oil 
the lower grades of the road and in 
til*' valleys tree planting should not bo 
so closely arranged as to Keep the sub- 
grade of the road too moist. 
Iii the 
event of this taking place, tin* founda­ 
tion will la* endangered and ruts rapid­ 
ly formed. 
On the hill sides, spacing 
can be considered safe for the ordinary 
growth at about forty-five feet. centre 
to centre.

There is no one improvement that 
municipal engineering eau arrange for 
that can help a suburban locality so 
much as tree planting. 
There is m uch difference of opinion 
concerning the location of th** trees of 
a town or village street, a s to whether 
they should be located back of the 
fence line or on the curl) line. 
If lo­ 
cated on the curb line of sidewalks, 
which are of the ordinary width, the 
curb line will be throw n out. and irreg­ 
ular in proportion as the tree growth 
progresses, 
l f located back of the 
fence line, there is inconvenience for 
the property owners iii th*' shape of 
overshading the lawn, with les> advan­ 
tage in consequence of less shading 
for the road sy ste m . 
T rees so located 
in thickly settled v i l l a g e s or in cities 
are. of course. **ut of th** question. 
lf the streets are of ordinary w id til 
and land not held at fancy prices so 
that each particular resident secures 
more than th*' ordinary twenty-five 
foot lot. in tin* interest of well-appear­ 
ing and well-maintained streets, the 
fence line is the better location for the 
tree. 
Du country roads the best loca­ 
tion for tile trees is beyond the gutter 
line, fairly outside of the improvement 
and beyond the channels which provide 
for the passage of the storm water. 
Iii selecting trees for your roads, se­ 
lect such as thrive well in your home 
locality.

It is alleged that hundreds of 
leases have been made where the 
Indian who, seemingly, has little 
knowledge of the value of his land 
bos willingly consented to lease 
his allotment for a small figure. 
The leasing of land has been 
practiced 
extensively 
in 
the 


Cfaickasaw Nation, and it i* be- 
lieved that the investigation by 
the Indian Agent is due to com- 
plaint by the Indians over the 


terms of the lease. Surveyors 
will tfo in the leased district for 
the purpose of locating the land. 
Leases can be invalidated by the 
Federal Court where the consid- 
eration i«< inadequate, but no pun- 
ishment is prescribed by the luw.

and has spent ten years of his life 
on the project. 


"I have no emnity against the 


Government or my white friends," 
said Mr. Berryhill tp a reporter, 
''but tbo sad truth is, the Indian 
can not thrive nnder the white 
man's law and caaiomt; anct he 
matt move «omewhere else—mtut 
seek in anew land some place 


where be can till the soil and Jive 
in his home as he wished to live 
to preserve the traditions of his 
people. Then, as white men 
crowd us out, the full ,blood will 
bow to his.fitte without is. mur- 
mur. 
The delegation to secure 


lands in Mexico consists of L. C. 
Perrjrman, forme'- chief of the 
Creeks; D. L. Berryhill, Joseph 
Deer and Thomas L»ng, the last 
two being full blood Creek*. 
At 


the city they will be met by a 
deputation from the government 
and President Diaz, himself, the 
greatest living Indian, will meet 
them and advise them ae to the 
best place in which to spt£l«. Thia 
delegation has the power to make 
a treaty with Diaz's goverpmenr, 
and what they will do will be 
binding upon the 5,000 Indian*, 
who are only watehjrig the op- 
portunity to move* to the* Aztec 
Republic,"

In the face of the last 
approaching tribal dissolution the senators seem at last to have rous- 
ed up to the imperative necessity of doing something in the premises 
to prevent conditions of vacuity and entanglement to follow. 


It is some consolation to us, who are having oar hopes daily de- 


ferred, the mere fact tluit the senate is really paying attention to 
Indian Affairs having «u«ido them the order of business for the 
morning hour. - 


The cause of the suddenly aroused interest is thus given by the 


Dallas News* staff ^jonetpondent in a Monday's dispatch from Wash- 
ington: 


"The Senate thi* morning came to a tardy recognition of the 


fact that if it does not move with dispatch to preclude it, such condi- 
tions will be brought about in Indian Territory as will vitalize a land 
grant made many years Ago to the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rail- 
•way and give it a claim to property vilusd at from $4,000,000 to $5,- 
600,000.

27.—A citizenship decision of far- 
reaching importance iv*$ just been 
promulgated by "As*htant Attor 
ney General Campbell, copy of 
which was received here last 
night. 


Under its terras the Ohoctaw 


tribal roll of 1896 is held to be 
conclusive, regardless of previous 
decisions by the Dawea Commis- 
sion, and persons whose names 
appear upon that roll are entitled 
to all the privileges of citizenship 
unless it can be shown that they 
were enrolled "without authority 
of law or by fraud " This throws 
the burden of proof upon the Na- 
tion, and brightens the chances 
of approximately 2,600 applicants 
who made their claim to citizen- 
ship from enrollment of them 
selves or their ancestors on the 
census ro'l of 189K. 


Heretofore the com minion to 


the Five Civilized Tribes, m pas 
sing upon claims to citizenship, 
has proceeded upon the theory 
that "the Commission was grant 
ed authority sufficient to ve»b in 
it jurisdiction to determine, upon

J "I trailed him up and iionti th" tiver. 
and finally found a beaten path tb.it 
I tbousht the big fellow n*od, running 
in through the biake to a heavily tun- 
fcered crest. The grass about the end 
«f the path was so henvy and the run- 
way so ban'-parki-d that no footprint 
•bowed: but out alon^ tlio met the 
«igns of his coming and goiiig in this 
vicinity were «o nnmeions that I de- 
termined to nsk my chances in the 
path.

men of whom she hnd dreamed a very 
trange dream the night before. In her 
dream she had seen one of them kill 
he other with a coward's blow from 
behind, rifle tbe pockets of the dead 
nan, and stealthily bury him beneath 


hedge. So impressed was her hus- 


iand when this dream was told him 
hot ho made his way to the spot in- 
Heated nnd there discovered the body 
f the burled man. The assassin was 
mrsued aud arrested, and at the en- 
iiiing assizes was sentenced to death. 


There Las seldom been n more mys- 


•erious crime than the murder of Mr, 
Stockden, a London victualler, a great 
many ypnrs ago; and the mystery 
would have remained unsolved to this 
lay hnd It not been for the Interven- 
ion of Mrs. (Jrccnwood. who came for- 
ward with the statement thnt the mur. 
lered man had appeared to her In n 
Irenin nnd conducted her to a house 
n Thames street, where one of his as- 
sassins wns to be found: while In an- 
other dream Slockdcii appeared and 
showed her the likeness of the man. 
On the strength of this dream clew the 
ndicated man was arrested, nnd not 
>nly confessed his guilt, but betrayed 
lis accomplices—three criminals being 
it-ought to the scaffold as the result of 
liipse visions of the night.

Irenmed that her aged relative, I.ady 
Leslie, was about to be murdered by 
1 mini whom she clearly saw. She im- 
mediately set out on a visit to Lady 
Leslie and asked permission to sleep 
n the lady's room.

PoUon Plant* 'With t'nrpla 
The colors of flowers and leaves offer 


numbers of Interesting problems. No 
one quite knows why the prevailing 
tint of early spring flowers is either 
white or yellow. Yellow, indeed, holds 
its own to some extent all through the 
summer, but the typical Color of sum- 
mer blooms is pink, while as the au- 
tumn advances richer crimsons nnd nil 
the rich, glowing hues of dahlias and 
chrysanthemums are seen. 


Horticulturists have produced pop- 


ples of nearly every shade under the 
sun. and with many other flowers they 
speui able to alter the colors almost ns 
they please. Yet the blue rose, the 
black tulip and the green carnation 
seem ns far off as ever they were in 
spite of constant efforts to arrive at 
them.

Tr«t» Along tli« Boadwayi. 
HE wise arrangement of 
tree growth along the lines 
of streets, roads and ave- 
nues It more nearly frult- 
ful in producing financial 


benefit, pleasing and attractive sur- 
roimdlngs than any other investment 
hot can be made in the way of public 
.improvements. 


On macadamising country roads a 


proper location of trees protects the 
roadbed from the direct rays of tbe 
sun, which dry out the plastic cushion 
forming the covering coat. 


Properly distributed tree 
growth 


along the sides of a road has tbe ad- 
vantage of breaking the sweep of the 
wJnd, which carries off the dried-out 
covering cushion of the macadam. The 
covering having been blown away, tbe 
wind now leeches out the binding ma- 
terial from spaces between the stones 
of the pavement, the stones then be- 
come loose and picking and raveling 
begins, and tbe road becomes instead 
of a pleasing surface for tratflc, a ver- 
itable nuisance and danger to vehicles 
and horses' hoofs. The replacing aud 
repairing of the road runs Into the use 
of new stone—additional binding ma- 
terial, and top surface, together with 
;be expensive operation of a sream rol- 
ler, costing the community maintaining 
the road annually no small sum of 
money. 
The proper shading of these same 


roads by means of trees prevents the 
direct action of rain, which washes out 
the material forming the covering coat 
and the binding. Properly 
bhaded 


roods are less expensive to maintain, 
[yecnuse they are shaded, and the an- 
nual cost of sprinkling, which Is prose- 
cuted for maintenance purposes, will 
cost seventy-five per cent, less when 
the advantages of tree growth are se- 
•ured for a road system than when 
they are unshaded. 


If wisely plnced there is no invest- 


ment for the country road which can 
be more helpful than tree planting. 
Judgment, however, must be used. On 
the lower grades of the rond and in 
the vulleyo tree planting should not be 
so closely arranged us to keep the sub- 
grade of tlie rond too moist. In the 
event of this taking place, the founda- 
tion will be endangered and ruts rapid- 
ly formed. On the hill-sides, spacing 
•nn be considered safe for the ordinary 
growth at about forty-five fpet, centre 
to oentie. 
In the valle.vs these dis- 


tances should be Increased to about 
three times the above spacing. Top 
moisture on nn Impioved roadbed is de- 
sirable; the tree guarantees that. Sub- 
surface water for nnj road Is danger- 
ous; tbe tree roots drink it np. 


There is no one improvement thnt 


municipal engineering can arrange for 
that can help a suburban locality so 
much as tree planting. 


There is much difference of opinion 


concerning thp location of the trees of 
n town or village street, us to whether 
they should be located back of the 
fence line or on tlie curb line. If lo- 
cated on the e'urb line of sidewalks, 
which arc of the ordinary width, the 
curb line will he thrown on!, and irreg- 
ular in proportion ns the tree growth 
progresses. 
If located back of the 


fence line, there is inconvenience for 
thp property owners in the shape of 
overwinding the lawn, witli less advan- 
tage in consequence of less shading 
for the road system. Trees so located 
in thickly settled villages or in cities 
are, of course, out of the question. 


If the streets are of ordinary width 


nnd land not held nt fancy prices so 
thnt each particular resident secures 
more than the ordinary twenty-fl^e 
foot lot. in the interest of well-appear- 
ing and well-maintained streets, the 
fence line Is the better location for the 
tree. On country roads the best loca- 
tion for the trees Is beyond the gutter 
line, fairly outside of the improvement 
and beyond the channels which provide 
for the passage of the storm water. 


lu selecting trees for your roads, se 


lect such as thrive well In your home 
locality.—Henry P. Morrison, C. 12., in 
Good Roads Magazine.

Leases can be invalidated by the 
Federal Court where the consid- 
eration i«< inadequate, but no pun- 
ishment is prescribed by the luw.

Then, as white men 
crowd us out, the full ,blood will 
bow to his.fitte without is. mur- 
mur.

lands in Mexico consists of L. C. 
Perrjrman, forme'- chief of the 
Creeks; D. L. Berryhill, Joseph 
Deer and Thomas L»ng, the last 
two being full blood Creek*.

INDIAN AFFAIRS A NEBULA. 


With Monday's developments in the Senate the condition of the 


Curtis Bill looks dUcouraffingly nebulous. 
In the face of the last 


approaching tribal dissolution the senators seem at last to have rous- 
ed up to the imperative necessity of doing something in the premises 
to prevent conditions of vacuity and entanglement to .follow. 


It is some consolation to us, who are having our hopes daily de- 


ferred, the mere fact thtit the senate is really paying attention to 
Indian Affairs having <uado them the order of business for the 
norning hoar. - 


The cause of the suddenly aroused interest is thus given by the 


Dallas News* staff cone-pondent in a Moo day's dispatch from Wash- 
ington: 


"The Senate thi* morning came to a tardy recognition of the 


fact that if it does not move with dispatch to preclude it, such condi- 
tions will be brought about in Indian Territory as will vitalize a land 
grant made many .years ago to the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rail 
•way and give it a claim to property valued at from $4,000,000 to $5,- 
800,000. 


"Every alternate section on b.'th -sides of its right of way for a 


distance of ten miles was grantei to the road, but on the conditional 
proviso that the land should heroine public domain of the United 
btate;*. Part of the land which should be included in the terms of 
this grant is mineral land, -so taut iht.- valuation of $5,000,000 placed 
en it by some is, by others, thought so bo a conservative estimate. 
To guard against such a ooi»tinu«v.»i'y there is a provison in the; bill 
M> ''Provide for the tinal <li>position of the Affairs of the Five Oivili

27.— A citizenship decision of far- 
reaching importance has just) been 
promulgated hy "As.*isttant Aitor 
ney General Campbell, copy of 
which was received here last 
night. 


Under its terras the Ohoctaw 


tribal roll of 1896 is held to be 
conclusive, regardless of previous 
decisions by the Dawea Commis- 
sion, and persons whose names 
appear upon that roll are entitled 
to all the privileges of citizenship 
unless it can be shown that they 
were enrolled "without authority 
of law or by fraud." This throws 
the burden of proof upon the Na- 
tion, and brightens the chances 
of approximately 2,600 applicants 
who made their claim to citizen- 
ship from enrollment of them- 
selves or their ancestors on the 
census roll of 1896, 


Heretofore the com mission to 


the Five Civilized Tribes, in pas- 
sing upon claims to citizenship, 
has proceeded upon the theory 
that "the Commission was grant- 
ed authority sufficient to vest in 
it jurisdiction to determine, upon 
the merits, the citizenship rights 
of i'H applicants whose names 
appear upon the tribal rolls, in- 
cluding the Choctaw census roll 
of 1S!H>," but the present opinion 
reverses this position, holding 
that "enrollment without author- 
ity of law or by fraud Ls the only 
ground fur exclusion of one who 
is enrolled.".

know, says the New York Herald, Is 
simply carbon In a transparent crys 
talline form. 
It comes of humble par- 


entage and is brother to the lump of 
coal. 


Unlike easily crystallizable bodies, 


carbon is insoluble in all ordinary sol- 
vents, but molten metals will combine 
with it. Let the diamond maker choose 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt- 
ing it in an electric furaace, allowing 
it to take up as much carbon as it can 
— in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing tho 


white hot metal should then be plunge;! 
into a bath of moltrn ,'ead. The result 
will be that, globules of iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on ths outer surface. 
Inside the hard crust the 
iron 
re- 


mains for so mo time In a molten con- 
dition, and. as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
by any other rueans.

becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will' be found bound up In the nmsj.

For some unexplained reason suicide 


is Increasing in Germany, and, accord- 
Ing to Harper's Weekly, the statistics 
of self-destruction in the German Em- 
pire—no fewer than 11,000 persons 
having killed themselves in 1903, with 
a substantial increase of this number 
in succeeding years—have aroused no 
end of conjecture RB to causes.

Some of tbe strangest stories in tbe 


annals of crime are those which tell of 
the part dreams have played in tbe dis- 
covery of criminals. One spring day in 
1830 a farm laborer, when passing a 
lonely mountain lake in Sutherland- 
shlre, saw in the waters a dead body, 
which, when rescued, proved to be 
that of a well-known peddler who had 
mysteriously vanished about a month 
earlier. The body bore marks of vio- 
lence, the pockets were empty, and It 
was clear that the poor fellow had been 
brutally murdered and robbed—but by 
whom? That was a mystery which 
for many a week completely defied elu 
cldation. 


One night, however, Kenneth Praser, 


a tailor's assistant, saw in a dream 
the cottage of a man named Hugh Mac- 
leod, and heard a voice say in Gaelic, 
"the peddler's pack la lying in a cairn 
of stones in a hole near this bouse." 
He told the story of his singular dream 
to tbe authorities, who accompanied 
him to Macleod's house; and there, 
sure enough, beneath a heap of stones, 
the murdered 
man's 
property 
was 


found. 
Macleod was arrested, con 


fessed, nnd was executed. 


Another very remarkable story 
Is 


told of n tragedy In Ireland. 
One 


evening two strangers presented them 
selves at a .wayside inn near Portland, 
and after taking refreshment continued 
their tramp In the direction of Cnrrlek- 
on-Sulr. The incident was common 
place enough, but it led to startling de 
velopments, for in the wayfarers the 
landlady of the inn recognized two 
men of whom she had dreamed n very 
strange dream the night before. In her 
dream she had seen one of them kill 
the other with a coward's blow from 
behind, rifle tbe pockets of the dead 
man, and stealthily bury him beneath 
n hedge. So impressed was her hus- 
band when this dream was told him 
that he made his way to the spot in- 
dicated anil there discovered the body 
of the burled man. Tbe assassin was 
pursued and arrested, and at the en- 
suing assizes was sentenced to death. 


There Las seldom been a more mys- 


terious crime than the murder of Mr. 
Stockden, a London victualler, a great 
many years ago; and the mystery 
would have remained unsolved to this 
day had It not been for the Interven- 
tion of Mrs. Greenwood, who came for- 
ward with the statement thnt the mur. 
dcred man had appeared to her in a 
dream ami conducted her to n bouse 
in Thames street, where one of his as- 
sassins was to be found; while in an- 
other dream Stot-Uden appeared and 
showed her the likeness of the man. 
On the strength of this dream clew the 
indicated man was arrested, and not 
only confessed his guilt, but betrayed 
bis accomplices—three criminals being 
brought to the scaffold ns the result of 
these visions of the night. 


Some years ago a Mrs Rutherford 


dreamed that lier aged relative, Lady 
Leslie, was about to be murdered by 
a man whom she clearly saw. She im- 
mediately set out on n visit to Lady 
Leslie and asked permission to sloop 
In the lady's room. In the middle of 
the night Mrs. Rutherford heard some 
one trying to open the bedroom door. 
She raised an alarm and flung open 
th" door, when Lady Leslie's two sons 
rushed out ami in a moment had seized 
the man of her dream. 


The following story is. peibaps, the 


strangest of all. One night Hie Rev. 
Herbert Powys. a Church of England 
clergy mini, dreamed that the daughter 
of one of his parishioners had gone out 
Into tho darkness to meet tier lover, 
who, at the time, was waiting for her 
in a secluded spot and spending the 
time in digging a grave for her. .Tump- 
ing out of bed. Mr. Povvys rushed to 
the place indicated in his dream and 
arrived there Just ns the man had 
hurled the girl to the wound by the 
side of the open crave and was about 
to kill her with liis spnde.—Tit-Bits. 


A Man Who Sttr«il Napotrott'i t.ir«. 
A writer in a Dublin newspaper ha* 


disinterred n long forgotten book, pub- 
lished In London in 1820, which con- 
sists of a series of letters describing 
a tour In Irejand in 1812 by I. B. 
Trotter, who was n friend of Charles 
James Fox. 
Mr. Trotter relates tlmt 


the Rev. Father Redmond, who was 
parish priest of the little town of 
Ferns on the ocrasion of his visit, had* 
actually saved Napoleon's life. 


"Accident." writes Mr. Trotter. "In- 


troduced me to Rev. Mr. Redmond, 
priest of the place, who related to me a 
curious little aucedote. 
When pur- 


suing bin studies and finishing his 
course of »duration in France he had 
spent a summer in Bas Polctou, where 
General Bonaparte, then a thin, slight 
young boy, was. He had slept in the 
same room with him six weeks, and 
perceived noiaing shining or engaging 
In iilm. He was generally employed 
in making machinery, which he placed 
on a small watercour-". Aa the party 
were one day shooting, Bonaparte, 
who was not very pctive. fell into a 
brook five fert deep, which he endeav- 
ored to leap across. Ho was nearly 
drowned, when Mr. Redmond Imme- 
diately discharged his piece nnd pre- 
sented the <end to him, by which he 
saved his life." 


Mr. Trotter inquired whether Napo- 


leon had ever shown him any gratitude 
for thia service, and was thus an- 
swered: "N.o. and I assure yon, sir, 
I do not admire his principles."—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

HE wise arrangement of 
tree growth along the linen 
of streets, roads and ave- 
nues is more nearly fruit 
ful in producing nnuncia 


benefit, pleasing and attractive sur- 
roinadlngs than any other investment 
•that can be made In the way of public 
improvements. 


On macadamising country roads a 


proper location of trees protects the 
roadbed from the direct rays of the 
sun, which dry out tbe plastic cushion 
forming the covering coat. 


Properly distributed tree 
growth 


along the sides of a road has tbe ad' 
vantage of breaking the sweep of the 
wind, which carries off the dried-out 
covering cushion of the macadam. The 
covering having been blown away, the 
wind now leeches out the binding ma- 
terial from spaces between the stones 
of the pavement, the stones then be- 
come loose and picking and ravelins 
begins, and the road becomes Instead 
of a pleasing surface for traffic, a ver- 
itable nuisance nnd danger to vehicles 
and horses' hoofs. The replacing and 
repairing of the road runs Into tbe use 
of new stone—additional binding ma- 
terial, and top surface, together with 
the expensive operation of a sream rol- 
ler, costing the community maintaining 
the road annually no small sum of 
money. 


The proper shading of these same 


roads by means of trees prevents the 
direct action of rain, which washes out 
the material forming the covering coat 
and the binding. Properly 
blmded 


roods are less expensive to maintain, 
because they are shaded, and the an- 
nual cost of sprinkling, which Is prose^ 
cuted for maintenance purposes, will 
cost seventy-five per cent, less when 
the advantages of tree growth are se- 
cured for a road system than when 
they are unshaded. 


If wisely placed there is no invest- 


ment for tlie country road which can 
be more helpful than tree planting, 
Judgment, however, must be used. On 
the lower grades of the road and in 
the valleys tree planting should not be 
so closely arranged us to keep the sub- 
grade of the road too moist. In the 
event of this taking place, the founda- 
tion will be endangered and ruts rapid- 
ly formed. 
On the hill-sides, spacing 


can be considered safe for the ordinary 
growth at about forty-five feet, centre 
to centic. 
In the valie.vs thes-e dis- 


tances should be Increased to about 
three times the above spacing. Top 
moisture on an impioved roadbed is de- 
sirable; the tree guarantees that. Sub- 
surface water for nnj road is danger- 
ous; tbe tree roots drink it up. 


There is 110 one improvement that 


munUipai engineering can arrange for 
that can help a suburban locality so 
much as tree planting. 


There is much difference of opinion 


concerning the location of the trees of 
n town or village street, as to whether 
they should be located back of the 
fence line or on the curb line. If lo- 
cated on the curb line of sidewalks, 
which are of the ordinary width, the 
nrb line will be thrown on), and irreg- 
ular in proportion as the tree growth 
progresses. 
If located back of the 


fence line, there is Inconvenience for 
the property owners in the shape of 


the lawn, with less advan- 


tage in consequence of less shading 
for the road system. Trees so located 
In thickly settled villages or in cities 
lire, of course, out of the question. 


If the streets are of ordinary width 


and land not held at fancy prices so 
that each particular resident secures 
more than the ordinary twenty-fl^e 
foot lot, in the interest of well-appear- 
ug and well-maintained streets, the 
fence line is the better location for the 
tree. On country roads the best loca- 
tion for the trees is beyond the gutter 
line, fairly outside of the improvement 
iml beyond the channels which provide 
"or the passage of the storm water. 


In selecting trees for your roads, sc- 
oot such as thrive well In your home 
ocallty.—Henry P. Morrison, O. K., in 
Good Roads Magazine.

curse of the tenement Is the want of 
Ight and air; and the same curse be- 
ongs to modern office buildings. An 
office tower would secure an abundance 
of light and air. It might consist of a 
series 01 rooms arranged one above 
the other Inside tbe tower, with stairs 
and lifts in projections at tbe angles; 
or four towers, each with a room OB 
every floor, grouped around a stairs 
and lift block In the centre. 
These 


towers could be carried 800 feet high— 
which is about the height of the cam- 
panile of tbe new cathedral at West- 
minster. A city of spires we already 
enow, but a city of office towers is a 
suggestion of what might be. i nd may 
perhaps be.—Builders' Journal.
